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Dilling Versus Rogge 






S THIS issue of The Defender goes 
to press, lines are being sharply drawn 
for a legal battle of historical importance 


in Chicago. The case of Elizabeth Dill- 
ing plaintiff and O. John Rogge, defend- 
ant . . . is scheduled to begin late this 
month. 


Mrs. Dilling’s complaint asking $500,- 
000 damages for alleged libelous state- 
ments circulated against her, was filed in 
Cook County Court on November 25, 
1946. It was later removed to Federal 
Court . . . and is scheduled to come be- 
fore Judge Michael Igoe, a New Deal, 
but reportedly fair-minded, jurist. The 
action provides that in the event Rogge 
is found guilty and refuses to pay, 
he shall be confined ‘in the common jail 
of Cook County or some other penal in- 
stitution.” 


The defendant has often subjected 
Mrs. Dilling to humiliation and public 
scorn by oral and written statements, 
which relatives and friends knew to be 
utterly false. An article by Rogge, ap- 
pearing in the leftist New York news- 
paper PM, was taken as the basis for the 
present action. She is represented by the 
law firm of Dilling & Dilling — her son 
and former husband. 


The case has been hard fought, even 
in its preliminary stages. Rogge has 
stalled, pulled tricks, created heavy ex- 
penses for the plaintiff, and done every- 
thing possible to keep from being brought 
to trial. He was originally represented by 
Jewish attorneys who failed in their at- 
tempt to get the charges dismissed. 


Two firms, one all Jewish, Pritzker, 
Pritzker & Clinton . . . and another large- 
ly Jewish, Wham, Rose, Sprecher & Mc- 
Kee, now represent him. His own firm, 
which has a reputation of defending Com- 
munists—Rogge, Fabricant, Gordon & 
Goldman, is also assisting. 


Against this Goliath of legal talent 
comes a father and son who, like David, 
are armed only with a slingshot and peb- 
bles of truth. Rogge is reported to have 
the unlimited support of American 
Jewry.

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cle appeared, was a Jewish-owned and 
edited publication . . . described on the 
floor of Congress as “‘the uptown edition 
of the Communist Daily Worker.” It 
boasted a national circulation when Mrs. 
Dilling was smeared, but has since gone 
out of business. 


Rogge rose to “fame” as prosecutor of 
the so-called Sedition Case, which was 
secretly organized and directed by the 
Jewish Gestapo of the United States. 
(For documentation establishing this fact, 
see Joseph Kamp’s book Open Letter To 
Congress, and court records of the Case. ) 


Mrs. Dilling explained in a recent pub- 
lication that pre-trial costs have reached 
an enormous sum—filing fees, printing of 
records, traveling expenses taking deposi- 
tions, and other legal work. Rogge’s 
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lawyers secured a court ruling that 
depositions for use against her could be 
taken anywhere in the United States. She 
says: “If my son and his father, who work 
for nothing on the case, can still continue 
to eat, we may win a decision that will 
cause organized Jewry to think twice be- 
fore smearing Christians for opposing 
Communism. One of the lawyers for 
Rogge is boasting that they are going to 
crucify me in the trial.” 


Followers of Christ, outraged by un- 
truths circulated against Christian lead- 
ers, have often asked why legal steps were 
not taken to punish the falsifiers. Mrs. 
Dilling’s experience answers this ques- 
tion. Two and a half years have elapsed 
since she filed her complaint with the 
court, and only now is Rogge being 
brought to trial. All manner of entangle- 
ments have been encountered involving 
time, legal knowledge and expense. 


* * * 


RS. DILLING was one of a group, 
which included several Bible-believ- 
ing Christians, taken to Washington dur- 
ing the war and made to stand trial on 
the charge of sedition. Indictments were 
held over these 30 individuals more than 
five years, in what attorneys have called 
the most vicious miscarriage of justice in 
the history of our Country. 


Oetje John Rogge was the prosecutor. 


The hearings lasted eight months and 
ended with the death of the judge— 
against whom charges were pending be- 
fore Congress, that prior to his appoint- 
ment to the bench, he had promised 
Roosevelt the victims would be railroaded 
to prison. The judge had previously 
served as head of a New Deal agency, 
with Rogge as his counsel. It became 
evident from the beginning of the “trial” 
that, humanly speaking, the defendants 
did not have a chance! 


Walter Winchell and Drew Pearson, 
spokesmen for B’nai B'rith Jewry, had 
already convicted them in the public mind 
through a nation-wide smear campaign of 
falsehood and vilification.

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HEN the three writers who collabo- 

rated in producing the book The 
Birth Of A Science were working on the 
manuscript, they seriously considered giv- 
ing it the title “Mass Murder.” 


As the reader goes through its pages 
. .. and learns about the methods used to 
keep Dr. William Frederick Koch's dis- 
coveries from reaching suffering mankind, 
he comes to understand that such a title 
would not have been an exaggeration. 


After reviewing Dr. Koch’s attain- 
ments as a chemist and leader in the field 
of medicine, the authors lift the curtain on 
what history will probably record as the 
most heinous crime of our generation.

During 1910-13 he was instructor in 
histology and embryology at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan . . . and for the next six 
years served as Professor of Physiology 
in the Detroit Medical College. Only 
close friends know of the covenant he 
made with God during the period that 
knowledge of the Treatment was breaking 
upon his consciousness.

Those who have conspired to keep this 
knowledge from the American people will 
have to answer before the bar of outraged 
and enlightened public opinion!

HE AUTHORS understand the for- 
midable character and unscrupulous 
operations of Dr. Koch’s opposition. They 
know the frankenstein against which he 
and his associates have for years battled. 
They are aware of the dangers involved in 
coming to his defense. 


But knowing the health of the world to 
be at stake, they have written in a spirit 
of utter self-abandonment. They do not 
believe that the physical well-being of the 
human race is a toy with which any group 
should be allowed to make sport . . . or 
prostitute for monetary gain. 


So the story that unfolds in The Birth 
Of A Science is one of courage and can- 
dor. No essential fact is held back. 


“When Dr. Koch’s work was first suc- 
cessfully demonstrated in the fall of 
1917, it did not take very long for the 
medical manipulators (the Fishbein group 
of racial associates) to invite him to Chi- 
cago,” says Chapter Two. 


“The scene that ensued almost para- 
lelled the devil’s temptation of Christ on 
the mountain top, offering the Saviour 
the kingdoms of the world. In addition 
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to offering the doctor a starter of a mil- 
lion dollars in cold cash for his coopera- 
tion, they planned to write up him and 
the Treatment gloriously all over the 
world and place him on the pinnacle of 
fame. 


“The token they required, in addition 
to complete and full rights to his discov- 
ery, was too much for his Christian spirit 
to consent to give. The small, powerful 
minority within the medical profession, 
which believes that all progress must come 
either from them or through them, were 
defeated at this attempt to force young 
Koch into their bondage . . 


““Because Dr. Koch accepted no gifts, 
favors, or special privileges from these 
sources, he later became the object of their 
most bitter reprisals.”” 


Later in the same chapter, the reader 
finds this shot between the eyes, aimed at 
the enemies of humanity responsible for 
keeping the Treatment from people in 
need of it: 


“The fact that it costs something like 
$6,000 on an average for a person to die 
of cancer, may help influence those who 
receive this money, to keep the Koch 
Treatment from general use. . . . 


“In writing in this manner, we are not 
thinking of the thousands of doctors and 
scientists who really work because they 
want to help humanity.. Instead, we re- 
fer particularly to the monopolized trusts 
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and the drug industry, to the highly-fi- 
nanced hospitals and those who own in- 
terests in the raw materials which are 
needed to keep these groups supplied.” 


* * * 


LARGE PERCENTAGE of physi- 

cians, who have watched the develop- 
ment of Koch therapy, support Dr. Koch 
inwardly but dare not make their convic- 
tions known—for fear of being ostracized 
and otherwise persecuted by the Fishbein 
dictatorship. 


Dr. Koch was Professor of Physiology 
at the Detroit College of Medicine and 
Pathologist to the Women’s Hospital of 
Detroit, when the clouds of opposition be- 
gan to form in his professional heavens. 
This was in 1916 when important experi- 
ments were beginning to get-under way. 


Powerful interests seemed to sense that 
something was coming which might inter- 
fere with their power and profits. Efforts 
were made to block him, in his attack 
upon cancer, from the start. 


Chemical dealers were ordered not to 
sell him materials needed for experimental 
purposes. His requests for cancer tissues 
removed at operations were denied. 


“However,” says The Birth Of A 
Science, “‘through his many faithful stu- 
dents who were assisting in the operating 
rooms, and who understood very well the 
obstructive policies put into action against 
him, he received sufficient material.” 


Despite opposition as violent as that 
encountered by Pasteur, Harvey, Lister, 
Semmelweis and others who have made 
lasting contributions to the science of medi- 
cine, Dr. Koch soon became the world’s 
outstanding authority on ‘“‘cancer be- 
havior.”” Discovering the normal func- 
tions of the parathyroid glands, previous- 
ly debated, he turned his efforts toward 
producing a cancer treatment. 


As the result of extensive clinical 
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studies, he formed a theory, distinctly 
original in its terms, with excellent pros- 
pects of affording an understanding of the 
baffling malady. He advanced the propo- 
sition that “‘cancer behavior’ was to be 
regarded as “ a protective response to a 
toxic product generated within the body.” 
His conclusions were summarized as fol- 
lows: 


“Clinical observation disclosed the per- 
sistency of toxemia over a period even as 
long as twenty years previous to the ad- 
vent of the growth. After the growth has 
come these toxic manifestations disappear, 
or nearly so. After a surgical removal 
of the growth, they return and with re- 
currence of the growth again disappear. 
We designate these symptoms as the pro- 
growth symptoms, for they differ from 
those consequent to the activity of the 
growth itself. 


‘The strongest and the sufficient proof 
that cancer is a response of protection 
against a definite toxin, however, rests 
with the fact that removal of the toxin and 
destruction of the toxin source is followed 
by complete involution of all cancer tissue, 
complete healing of the regions involved, 
return to health with absence of growth 
and progrowth symptoms and the absence 
of recurrence.” 


Following these basic concepts, Dr. 
Koch produced a_ synthetic antitoxin 
which has been successfully used by physi- 
cians in all parts of the United States who 
have dared to resist the pressure of “‘the 
powers that be.” 


* * * 


R. KOCH has been fought every step 
of the way. The opposition gives him 

no peace. Doctor friends over the Coun- 
try, familiar with his science, are like- 
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wise harassed. His legal costs, defend- 
ing himself and his Treatment in court 
battles, have amounted to more than three 


hundred thousand dollars. 


Enemies no sooner exhaust one line of 
attack, than they take up another. Fish- 
bein boasts of being responsible for Dr. 
Koch’s arrest, resulting in two trials, each 


lasting five months in 1942 and 1946 re- 


spectively. 


Finally on August 17, 1948, word 
came over press wires that the Govern- 
ment had dropped charges against him. 
Chapter Eight of The Birth Of A Science 


tells how he received the news: 


“The doctor fell on his knees in the 
front room and thanked God for what had 
happened. When he arose, he prophetical- 
ly made the remark: “While this is over, I 
feel that these people will never let me 
have peace. They will keep on working 
until they can find some other technicality 
to bring a new indictment. They will 
keep on until I am dead, for I have only 


a few more years left, at the most’. 


He was right, at least in part, because 
his enemies struck him 24 hours later, with 
greater fury than ever before. Ostensibly 
most of Dr. Koch’s troubles in late years 
have resulted from attacks by the Food 
and Drug Department of the New Deal 
administration . . . but in reality, Morris 
Fishbein takes the credit. 


ART TWO of The Birth Of A 
Science is devoted entirely to case 
histories, showing how numerous so-called 
“incurable diseases” have yielded to Koch 
therapy. Photographic copies of hos- 
pital records and X-ray pictures are used 
to document the records. 


Spiritually-minded followers of Christ 
who believe that “every good and perfect 
gift is from above, and cometh down from 
the Father of lights,” testify to spiritual 
liberty in praying when the Koch Treat- 
ment is administered. This undoubtedly 
results from the fact that it violates no 
laws of nature meant by the Creator for 
the well-being of the creature. 


The Birth Of A Science (price $1.00 
. . . Defenders, Inc., Wichita, Kansas) 
quotes statistics to show that the number 
of untimely deaths, and victims of un- 
necessary suffering, reaches into the mil- 
lions. 


“With such a high figure of deaths 
from cancer alone, it is not difficult to un- 
derstand how the work of the Fishbein 
element against this superior therapy has 
been referred to as mass murder. (Chap- 


ter Six, The Birth Of A Science.) 
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“ROR BY GRACE are ye saved 
through faith; and that not of your- 
selves: it is the gift of God.” (Ephesians 
2:8). 


The Russian Czar used to love to dis- 
guise himself and mingle with his subjects 
to hear what they might have to say. 


One night he visited the barracks and 
listened to the conversation of the sol- 
diers. 


While passing a tent he observed a 
young officer sitting at a table with his 
head on his arm, sound asleep. The Czar 
tiptoed to the back of the chair and looked 
over his shoulder.. There on the table be- 
fore him he saw, to his amazement, a 
loaded revolver. Beside the revolver was 
a sheet of paper and on the paper a long 
list of gambling debts.

I don’t 
know why He did it. But He did, and | 
can’t help but believe it. He is really and 
truly dying for me.” 


“Yes, Barabbas, for you.” 


And for you, too, sinner friend. Jesus 
Christ the Son of God hung there that day 
for you as well as for Barabbas. He took 
your place, died in your stead, became 
your Substitute, bore your sins, gave His 
life that you, a poor, lost and guilty sin- 
ner, might live. 


THE GATE OF NAIN 


E ARE STANDING at the gate 

of Nain, through which a casket is 
being borne with the corpse of a young 
man, the only son of his mother, and she 
a widow. 


A great crowd follows in observance 
of the Talmudic precept of ‘‘attending the 
dead to the grave.” Heads are bowed 
and faces manifest the deepest sympathy 
for the bereaved. 


Bitterly the mother weeps as she walks 
behind the bier, for he, her beloved son, 
had been her only support. 


Suddenly the mourners are interrupted 
by a man who hurries forward, gesticulat- 
ing wildly. 


**Here, let me deal with the dead,”” he 


cries. “I can bring him back to life.” 


Instantly the procession halts, and the 
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bearers, with a mystified expression on 
their faces, gaze at the speaker as he 
elbows his way through the crowd. 


**All that this man needs is education,” 
explains the interrupter, boldly approach- 
ing the casket in which lay the body of 
the departed. And out of his books of 
science and philosophy, he attempts to in- 
struct the young man lying in the casket 
at his feet. 


But in vain he watches for a sign of re- 
turning life; there is no response. Edu- 
cation has failed. He forgets that birth 
and life precede education, that a man 
must be born before he can be educated. 


Presently another approaches, declar- 
ing that he has the secret of life. 


“All that this man requires,” he pro- 
claims, “‘is a better environment. How 
can you expect to influence him under 
such unsanitary conditions?’’ And he 
points to the refuse and dirt on the ground. 


So he goes to work. The rubbish is 
cleared away and beautiful flowers ar- 
tistically arranged around the casket. But 
in vain he looks for the returning flush of 
life; the man is still a corpse. And 
Social Service has also failed. 


Suddenly a third man appears, and, 
pushing the other two aside, insists that 
he can succeed. 


“Now, young man,” he begins, ‘make 
up your mind that you are going to live. 
Exert your will-power. Brace yourself. 
You can get up if only you will.”” And 
thus he appeals to him. 


“Come, young man,” he continues, now 
playing on his affections, “‘reform, reform! 
See your poor sorrowing widowed mother. 
For her sake come back to life.”’ 


But there is no response, and at last he 
grows desperate. 


“Here, sign this pledge,” he exclaims 
holding a small card before him. “I 
promise, God helping me, that I will never 
die again.” 


But—he is dead, dead, dead! And 
Reformation has failed. 
Then there comes a pause. For a few 


moments no one moves. At last, how- 
ever, a famous rabbi walks slowly toward 
the bier. 


“‘My friends,”” he cries, ““do you not 
know what this man needs? Religion! 
Through knowledge of the five books of 
Moses and the Talmud he will be re- 
vived.”” And he sits down by the side of 
the bier. 


Taking a scroll from under his arm, 
which the people immediately recognize 
as the five books of Moses, a volume of 
the Talmud, and a Shulchan Aruch 
(Jewish Code of Law), he places them 
near the casket, while the people gather 


nearer, eager to see what will happen. 


“Now,” declares the rabbi, “‘I will re- 
veal to the young man the Taryag Mitz- 
voth (the 613 precepts of the Law), for 
if he will keep them faithfully he will 
live again.” 


“But,” inquires one of the bystanders, 
“how can a corpse observe them since he 
cannot even hear your words?” 


*“‘Ah, my son!” exclaims the surprised 
rabbi, “‘I did not think of that. Yes, it 
is true, too true, he must first live, for he 
is dead.” 


“Of course,”’ responds his questioner, 
“and until he is alive, all the Jewish 
precepts in the world will avail nothing.” 


Sorrowfully, the learned rabbi turns 
away. He has no answer, for Religion 
also has failed. 


Then from out of the crowd there 
steps the figure of One who moves with 
perfect confidence and composure to- 
ward the scene of failure. A sudden hush 
falls on the expectant throng as He stands 
for a moment beside the bier. 


Will this One also fail? Does He 
know the secrets of life and death?

Sunday In The Constitution

HE CHRISTIAN SABBATH, un- 
der the common name of Sunday, is 
in the Constitution of the United States. 


It was by no mere chance or coinci- 
dence that this institution was embodied 
in that charter of the Federal Govern- 
ment, article I, section 7, paragraph 2. It 
was not accidental that on February 29, 
1892,the United States Supreme Court, 
in an opinion handed down in the case 
of Holy Trinity Church v. The United 
States Government, declared that our Re- 
public is a Christian nation. 


What does the Constitution of the 
United States say about our Sunday? In 
article I, which deals with the legislative 
and law-making processes, section 7, 
paragraph 2, is defined the powers of the 
President as to signing or vetoing bills 
passed by Congress: 


““Every bill which shall have passed 
the House of Representatives and the 
Senate, shall, before it becomes a law, be 
presented to the President of the United 
States; if he approves he shall sign it, but 
it not he shall return it, with his objections 
to the House in which it shall have origi- 
nated. * * * If any bill shall not be re- 
turned by the President within 10 days 
(Sundays excepted) after it shall have 
been presented to him, the same shall be a 
law, in like manner as if he had signed it, 
unless Congress by their adjournment pre- 
vent its return, in which case it shall not 
be a law.”

HISTORY OF THE NATION 
SO ATTESTS 


The entire history of our Country from 
1620 to the beginning of the twentieth 
century in particular, gives convincing 
evidence that it is a Christian Nation. The 
framers of the Constitution had a back- 
ground of Christianity that could not be 
ignored or bypassed. 


Just as the discovery of the New 
World in 1492 opened a new epoch in 
history, so the landing of the Pilgrims in 
the Mayflower vessel at Plymouth Bay, 
began a new era in world history. It was 
that event which gave the religious flavor 
to the Colonies; it was that little band of 
a few more than 100 men and women 
who began to shape the course of things 
to come in the Northern Hemisphere. 


Visits to the New World had been 
made before that historic date, 1620, but 
they did not give the color and show the 
true character of the Christian faith. 
Ponce de Leon came in 1512 in search 
of the fountain of perpetual youth, the 
French Huguenots in 1562, the Spanish 
traders in 1564, the English colonizers in 
1586, and the English settlers to James- 
town, Virginia, in 1607. None of these 
ventures gave a distinctive religious com- 
plexion to the Colonies. 


What did happen when the Mayflower 
with its more than 100 souls dropped an- 
chor in Plymouth Bay? 
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It was Saturday evening. They re- 
mained aboard the ship, held their seasons 
of prayer that night in preparation for the 
sabbath day. Nor did they leave the 
boat though hungry for land that sabbath 
day, they remembered the day and kept 
it holy. They had brought the Lord’s 
Day with them. They, and others who 
came here in that formative period, set up 
their homes and built their Churches and 
from that beginning sanctuaries and 
schools sprang up over the land named 


New England. 


The sabbath and the sanctuary became 
foundation stones in the colonial life and 
chiefly upon them and the Word of God 
in due course, the superstructure of this 
Republic was erected. So thus early the 
Christian religion became established in 
the Colonies, later to spread throughout 
the Northern Hemisphere of the New 
World. 


SABBATH STILL HOLY 


In these far back generations men of 
God, ministers of the Gospel, established 
academies and colleges for the primary 
purpose of educating young men for the 
ministry. All higher institutions of learn- 
ing for more than 150 years were the 
creations of a Protestant clergy up and 
down the Atlantic coast—Harvard, 
1636; William and Mary, 1693; Yale, 
1701; Princeton, 1746; University of 
Pennsylvania, 1751; Rutgers, 1755; Co- 
lumbia University (King’s College), 
1753. 


It is also a significant fact of present- 
day moment that, following an ardent 
appeal for the strengthening of the pro- 
vision in which Sunday was included in 
the New Jersey 100-year-old constitution, 
the Governor being given 5 days in which 
to consider bills, Sundays excepted, the 
constitutional revision convention recom- 
mended the following which is incorpor- 
ated in the new constitution of that State 


adopted by the people in the general elec- 
tion on November 4, 1947:

tian and civic service and power, and has 
put to flight the enemies of the right to the 
pursuit of life, liberty, and happiness. 


Those men of God, knowing how right- 
ly to divide the Word of truth, understood 
and practiced the Faith once delivered to 
the saints. 


Classic prose and poetry attest the valor 
and virtue of those who builded better 
than they knew; who made full proof of 
the truth expressed in the Thirty-third 
Psalm: “Blessed is the nation whose God 
is the Lord, and the people whom He 
hath chosen for His own inheritance.” 


Literature is filled with references to 
the savoring influence cf the faith of the 
founding fathers. The immortal spirit of 
liberty, the watchword of the colonists and 
builders of the young republic, brooded 
over the Declaration of Independence, 
and the triad of life, law, and love im- 
bedded therein, gave it everlasting life.

HERE ARE two words for power in 
the New Testament, one of which 
stands for authority and the other for 
force. Much confusion has arisen from 
the failure to distinguish between them. 


Just as the two words for perfection 
stand respectively for completeness and 
consummation, so the two words for pow- 
er stand for authority and effectiveness, 
right and efficiency. 


The Revised Version has been more 
careful to preserve the distinction than the 
Authorized, but it has not been so suc- 
cessful as might have been expected; for 
instance in St. John 10:18, where our 
Lord speaks not of His ability, but of 
His authority to lay down His life and 
take it again. 


Both words are used in St. Luke 9:1: 
“He called the twelve together, and gave 
them power and authority over all devils, 
and to cure diseases.” When the seventy 
returned with joy, saying, “Lord, even 
the devils are subject unto us in Thy 
Name, He said, Behold, I give you 
authority . . . over all the powers of the 


enemy.” St. Luke 10:17-19. 
MAN’S INSTINCT FOR POWER 


Man wants power. There is probably 
no instinct of the human heart so strong 
as the craving for the sovereignty of pow- 
er. Might is the attribute of God most 
coveted by man. Satan snatched at it 
and fell, and the same craving was the un- 
doing of the human race. “Ye shall be 
as God,” was the appeal that prevailed; 
and its success was in the fact that it ap- 
pealed to the craving for sovereignty. 


Man was made for thrones and do- 
minion. He knew it. He snatched at it 
and fell. Even then the instinct for pow- 
er remained. It is the dominant passion 
of the human race and the key io its his- 
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tory. The determination to possess it is 


responsible for more than half the blood- | 


shed of the world, and its urge has been 
the dynamic of civilization in all ages. 


The kingdoms of this world are built 
on the love of power. Babylon stands in 
the Bible for the symbol of human am- 
bition. The Tower of Babel was to 
reach unto Heaven, and make for its peo- 
ple a name that should endure for ever. 


“*Thou saidst in thine heart, I will as- 
cend into heaven, I will exalt my throne 
above the stars of God; and I will sit 
upon the mount of the congregation, in the 
uttermost parts of the earth. I will ascend 
above the heights of the clouds; I will be 
like the Most High.” 


Babylon is not merely a geographical 
term, and its spirit is still with us. 


Man was meant for the heights. God 
made him for sovereignty, and he can- 
not fulfil his destiny without power. God 
destined him for a Throne; Satan prom- 
ised him a kingdom. The difference be- 
tween God’s purpose and Satan’s promise 
is a difference of method and purpose. 
The kingdoms were not the same. Neither 
was the way the same. 


God’s way is the way of Grace; 
Satan’s is that of lawlessness. God brings 
it as a gift, for which man must wait in 
patient obedience and humble trust; Satan 
bids man snatch at it, demand it as a right, 
and take it. The Devil’s doctrine has al- 
ways been that might is right. No author- 
ity must stand between man and his will.

The way 
of sovereignty is by the way of the Cross. 
The badge of authority is service, the 
mark of distinction is humility, and the 
right to rule is the power to obey. CGod’s 
way gets there.

POWER IN PERSONALITY 


The gift of the Spirit is a gift of per- 
sonality. It turns ordinary persons into 
extraordinary personalities. That is the 
miracle of Pentecost. 

Personality is the discovery of the age. 


It is not easy to define, but there is a cer- 
tain currency of ideas and words that give 


it high rank in all modern thinking. It is 
meant to imply more than a person. It is 
a person of distinctive quality. Remark- 


ably enough, the New Testament never 
uses it. God asks for persons, and turns 
them into personalities. It is quality 
that counts. 


Personality is the supreme power. Su- 
perior to heredity, stronger than environ- 
ment, higher than prestige, mightier than 
adversity, a man’s personality conquers, 
compels, commands. It gives distinction 
in art, effectiveness to energy, and char- 
acter to life. In all the work of the 
world it is personality that counts, and 
everywhere it is held that the qualities of 
powerful personality are — courage, 
strength, sympathy, and sanity. Not one 
of them can be spared, and I do not know 
that the order can be changed. 


Now “God hath not given us the Spirit 
of fear; but of power, and of love and of 
a sound mind.” The gift of the Spirit is 
a gift of personality that possesses man’s 
spirit, quickens man’s faculties, sanctifies 
man’s powers, and empowers him for all 


the will of God. 


“Behold, I send forth the promise of 
My Father upon you: tarry ye in the city, 
until ye be clothed with power from on 
high.” 

To be clothed means something more 


than to be covered. The Holy Spirit of 





God clothes Himself with sanctified hu- 
manity, and in Him sanctified humanity is 
clothed. He fits in with every element of 
personality, gives power of expression to 
every faculty, shines in illuminating pow- 
er upon every theme in reason, conscience, 
and heart, and brings to pass the ideas, 
desires, and purposes of God in heart 
and life. 


Power! Power belongeth to God, 
and in the gift of the Spirit He makes all 
grace abound to us, that we, having all- 
sufficiency in all things, may abound unto 
every good work. Power! All things 
are possible to those who have power. 
Power! The supreme need of man and 
the crowning gift of God is Power: power 
to conquer, power to attain, power to 
achieve. The Spirit of God is the Spirit 


of Power. 


THE LAWS OF POWER 


All power is conditioned. A very little 
thing will stop a motor-car, silence thou- 
sands of spindles, or plunge a city into 
darkness. Spiritual power is subject to 
conditions. Once it failed in the hands of 
the Apostles. The same chapter that 
tells of its gift tells how they tried to 
cast out an evil spirit from a demoniac lad 
and could not. 


The power of the Spirit is inseparable 
from His Person. God does not let out 
His attributes. His power cannot be 
rented. It cannot be detached from His 
presence. He strengthens by indwelling. 
Spirit works through spirit. He is not 
simply the Giver of power. He wields it. 
No one else can. 


It is His power working in us that 
makes us all-powerful for all the Will of 
God. Is it not in this we so often fail? 
Is there not often in our praying for power 
more desire for IT than for HIM? Is it 
not possible to be more anxious for the 
achievements of power than for the Spirit 
of Power? We want visible - results, 
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dramatic wonders, mighty works; and it is 
not always for these the Spirit of Power 
is given. 


Power may be as necessary for silence 
as for speech, and as mighty in obscurity 
as in high places. He comes to make us 
effective in all the Will of God. In the 
one Spirit there are diversities both of 
function and manifestation. 


The work of the Spirit depends upon 
the power of the Spirit. No other power 
will do. The energy of the flesh cannot 
do the work of the Spirit. For His pow- 
er there is no substitute. By the power 
of the Spirit there comes conviction of sin, 
righteousness, and judgment. The work 
of the Church is supernatural. It can- 
not be done in the strength of the natural 
man. “‘It is not by might, nor by power, 
but by My Spirit, saith the Lord.”’ There- 
is no excuse for failure, no justification 
for ineffectiveness, for the Spirit of God 
is the Spirit of Power, and the gift of the 
Spirit is the inheritance of every believer 
in Chiist Jesus our Lord. 


WHERE IS THE SPIRIT OF 
POWER? 


The atmosphere of the Apostolic 
Church is charged with Divine Power.

Signs 
and wonders confirmed their testimony. 
They uncovered the hearts of evil doers, 
and Heaven put its seal upon their judg- 
ments.

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THE DOCTRINE OF CHRIST'S RETURN 








HE HISTORY of the primitive 
Church discloses that until Origen’s 
time, about A.D. 250, no other idea was 
entertained of the Lord’s return than the 
premillennial. Evangelical denominational 
groups have for the most part retained this 
teaching. Liberalism, with its negative 
approach, has turned many from the path 
of truth. Belief in Christ’s return is one 
of the great, positive doctrines of historical 
and evangelical Christianity. 


Jesus introduced it with the promise, 
“T will come again and receive you unto 
myself.” The Epistles clearly indicate 
that the apostles and disciples accepted 
the doctrine as a vital ingredient in the 
sum total of Christian belief. This fact 
—" a tremendous influence upon their 
ives. 


Dr. Albert Barnes says in his notes on 
John 14:2-3 and I Thessalonians 4:14, 
“This was the firm belief of the early 
Christians, and this expectation with them 
was allowed to exert a constant influence 
on their hearts and lives. It led them (1) 
to desire to be prepared for his coming; 
(2) to feel that earthly affairs were of 
little importance; (3) to live above the 
world, and in the desire of the appearing 


of the Lord Jesus. 


“This was one of the elementary doc- 
trines of their faith, and one of the means 
of producing deadness to the world among 
them; and among the early Christians 
there was, perhaps, no doctrine that was 
more the object of firm belief, and the 
ground of more delightful contemplation, 
than that their ascended Master would re- 
turn.” 


Dr. Hackett said: ‘“That event was al- 
ways near to the feelings and conscious- 
ness of the first believers. It was the great 
consummation on which the strongest de- 
sires of their souls were fixed.” 


Dr. Charles Hodge said: ““The second 
advent of Christ, so clearly predicted by 
himself and His apostles, was the object 
of longing expectation to all the early 
Christians.” 


Premillennialism was taught in the east- 
ern section of the Church by such leaders 
as Papias, Justin Martyr, Irenaeus, Ne- 
pos, Appollinarus, Methodius . . . and 
in the western and southern parts by Tur- 





tullian, Cyprian, Victorinus, Lactantius 
Severus and the first Nicene Council. 


Other Church Fathers entertained al- 
most uniformly the same “‘blessed hope.” 
The list includes such illustrious souls as 
Barnabus, Hermes, Polycarp, Clement, 
Ignatius, Hippolytus and Melito. These 
were all premillenarians. The only ex- 
ception of the period seems to be Origen, 
who was inclined to give over emphasis to 
allegory. Dr. Adam Clark says: “‘Ac- 
cording to his plan of interpretation, the 
Sacred Writings may be obliged to say 
anything, everything, or nothing, accord- 
ing to the fancy, peculiar creed or caprice 
of the interpreter.”” Martin Luther wrote: 
“Origen is to be avoided.”” He was pro- 
nounced unsound by the Council of Con- 
stantinople. 


During the “‘dark ages’’ the theological 
skies became clouded and the doctrine of 
the Second Coming was almost lost due to 
corruption and worldliness in the Church. 
But the Waldenses and Paulikians re- 
mained loyal through ‘‘dungeon, fire and 
sword.” 


Finally the Reformation dawned and 
the Reformers thundered their great doc- 
trines of the Faith. They were ardent ex- 
ponents of second advent teaching. Le Bas 
says that John Wycliffe, “the morning 
star of the Reformation,” “‘regarded the 
Redeemer’s appearing as the object of 
the hope and constant expectation of the 


Church of God.” 


Calvin said: “*It must be held as a first 
principle that ever since the appearing of 
Christ, there is nothing left to the faithful 
but with wakeful minds to be always 
ready, intent on His second advent.” 
Bishop Latimer: “I believe the Lord may 
come in my day, old as I am.” John 
Knox: ““We know that he shall return and 
that with expedition.” Martin Luther: 
“I ardently hope that amidst these internal 
dissensions on earth, Jesus Christ will 
hasten the day of His coming.” 


Church leaders of the seventeenth cen- 
tury like Joseph Mede, William Twisse, 
Archbishop James Ussher, John Milton, 
Jeremiah Taylor, Samuel Rutherford, 
John Bunyan, Matthew Henry and a host 
of others proclaimed the premillennial re- 
turn of Christ. 
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The eighteenth century included Sir 
Isaac Newton, Bengel, Philip Doddridge, 
Watts, Robert Hall, Fletcher, Toplady, 
Cowper, Thomas Coke, Charles Wesley, 
John Wesley, George Whitefield and 
many others. Charles Wesley, known as 
the ‘‘millennial poet,” wrote hundreds of 
songs confirming the doctrine. Space is not 
available to even name the outstanding 
leaders of modern times who expounded 
the doctrine.

“Today, as the Supreme Court winds 
up its present term, it is a fact that second 
only to the President himself, Justice Felix 
Frankfurter has more to do with guiding 
the destinies of war than any one in Wash- 
ington. He does this through having his 
own men in three cabinet posts. The three 
cabinet members indebted to Frankfurter 
for their jobs are Attorney General Bid- 
dle, Secretary of War Stimson, and Sec- 
retary of the Navy Knox. In addition, 
Frankfurter put Dean Acheson in as As- 
sistant Secretary of State with an eye to 
his taking Hull’s place when he retired. 
Two of his students, John J. McCloy and 
Robert Lovett, are assistant Secretaries of 


War.” 


Acheson is now Secretary of State. 


McCloy heads the World Bank. 
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IRRANKFURTER’S statement about 

real rulers being “‘undiscoverable”’ re- 
minds one of the remark once made by 
Disraeli, the Jewish Prime Minister of 
England that— 


“The world is governed by very dif- 
ferent personages from what is imagined 
by those who are not behind the scenes.” 


The State of Nevada has sent a square- 
jawed Republican Senator to the Capital. 
who seems to understand the secret 
machinations of the group that bids for 
world dominion. 


Walter Trohan, a popular writer on 
political subjects, recently sent out a piece 
about Frankfurter from his Washington 
news room which contained the following 
shafts: 


**Malone holds that the ‘rulers’ of the 
Country are an active group of interna- 
tionalists, rooted in Wall Street, with com- 
mon financial and blood ties in the count- 
ing houses of London . . . Malone has re- 
peatedly warned on the floor of the Sen- 
ate that the New Dealers and interna- 
tionalists are selling out the Country .. . 


“*Malone noted that these interests have 
fused groups of widely divergent interests, 
society figures, New Dealers, labor lead- 
ers and various organizations to pump for 
international programs. 


“Behind the policy are five potent 
propaganda groups which have a criss- 
cross of directorates in banks, insurance 
companies and industries, all with heavy 
interests and even blood ties abroad. Also 
in this interlocking mesh are Wall Street 
law firms, the internationalist wing of the 
press, and internationally minded college 
presidents. 


“The five organizations are the Eng- 
lish Speaking Union, the Foreign Policy 
association, the Rockefeller Foundation, 
the Carnegie Endowment For Interna- 
tional Peace, and the Foreign Relations 
council. Some 100 directors of these or- 
ganizations hold 35 major bank director- 
ships, 33 in major industries and hun- 
dreds in lesser corporations. 
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“More than 50 held posts in the gov- 
ernment at one time or another. These 
included Alger Hiss, president of the 11 
million dollar Carnegie Foundation, now 
facing trial for perjury in connection with 
an investigation of Communist connections. 
Hiss was a leader of the pro-Soviet block 
in the State Department.” 


No one goes far in studying the inter- 
national Communist conspiracy without 
discovering that its roots have always been 
fastened in a certain section of the inter- 
national money power.

VER SO OFTEN Mr. Truman’s 
early Christian training received at his 
mother’s knee, finds expression in some 
deed or utterance, which brings hope and 
cheer to God’s people. An incident of 
this kind was noted in the concluding sen- 
tences of his last message to Congress on 
the State of the Union: 


“T am confident that the Divine Power 
which has guided us to this time of fateful 
responsibility and glorious opportunity 
will not desert us now. 


“With that help from Almighty God 
which we have humbly acknowledged at 
every turning point in our national life, we 
shall be able to perform the great tasks 
which He now sets before us.” 
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DISCOVERY was recently made in 

connection with the way Washing- 
ton city is laid out, which some attribute 
to Providence . . . while others try to 
brush it off as a mere coincidence. Any 
way, here is a significant fact which Chris- 
tians are pondering: 


When one places a map of Washing- 
ton, D. C. in front of him and locates the 
four most distant points of historical im- 
portance . . . he finds the Capitol building 
at the East . . .

HE FOLLOWING Associated Press 
dispatch originated here in Washing- 
ton a few weeks ago (which will remind 
Bible students of Psalms 19:2, “Day 
unto day uttereth speech, and night unto 
night sheweth knowledge. . . ” 





Two Harvard scientists believe they 
have picked up “music of the sun” on a 
special radio receiver—and one of them 
said today “‘it sounds like gravel on a tin 
roof.” 

“It is a rattling, whistling sound, very 
similar to ordinary static,” Dr. Winfield 
W. Salisbury told a reporter at the autumn 
meeting of the National Academy of 
Sciences, “but, to my knowledge, ordinary 
static has not been observed at the fre- 
quencies at which we've been listening.” 


Previously, Dr. Ronald H. Menzel, 
one of the world’s authorities on solar phe- 
nomena, had told the meeting it is be- 
lieved that the signals detected were 
caused by radio waves emitted by Old Sol 
himself—and measuring anywhere from 


200 to 2,000,000 miles in length. 
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Jews inside the New Deal Department 
of Justice insisted on keeping the group 
under indictment for two years after the 
judge’s death. During this time, no ef- 
fort was made to prosecute the case. 
Finally an honest judge, Bolitha J. Laws, 
called the proceedings ‘‘a travesty on jus- 
tice” and ordered the charges dismissed. 
His decision stated in part: 


“Eighteen thousand pages of testimony 
were taken and 1,100 documents were 
introduced in evidence . . . More than 
eight months is an abnormally long time 
to be required by the prosecution to estab- 
lish guilt in a clear case. One would ex- 
pect convincing testimony of guilt to be 
fully adduced long before the expiration 
of such a length of time. . . 


“If these defendants are guilty, it 
would seem that any serious doubt as to 
their guilt would be resolved in more than 
five years of intensive investigation by 
able counsel and investigators of the De- 
partment of Justice . . . 


“Under the circumstances, to permit 
another trial, which conceivably would 
last more than a year, with new prosecu- 
tors and newly appointed counsel for the 
defendants, with the eventual doubt, as 
Mr. Rogge has stated to the court on 
three occasions, would be a travesty on 
justice.”” 


Throughout the long and tiresome trial, 
for which Rogge was paid a fabulous 
sum of taxpayer’s money, he showed him- 
self to be a man animated by hate and 
cruelty. Watching him in action, makes 
one wonder if he is capable of speaking a 
kind word. He has the bearing of a 
fanatical bigot. 


The communistic atmosphere of 
Rogge’s court room during the Sedition 
Case is illustrated by something that hap- 





pened on the opening day of the trial: 
Dr. Winrod, one of the defendants, 


was sitting with his eyes closed, praying. 
He was holding a small Testament in his 
hand. A marshal came to him, de- 
manded that the Book be put out of 
sight and said in a domineering voice, 
“That’s the order of the court.” Dr. 
Winrod was not again permitted to take 
the Testament from his pocket during the 
eight months that the trial lasted. 


An incident occurred later in the trial 
—to be exact, September 20, 1944, 
which shows the unfair tactics to which 
Rogge is willing to resort when conducting 
a case: 


Members of the legal profession in 
Washington were dumfounded to read in- 
terviews in PM and the Communist New 
Masses, quoting a tirade by Rogge against 
attorneys for the defendants. Such a 
breach of ethics and violation of court 
room decorum is considered unpardonable 
by attorneys everywhere. 


Mr. E. Hilton Jackson, who has prac- 
ticed before the District of Columbia bar 
more than a half century without a stain 
on his record, rose in court and demanded 
an explanation. (Mr. Jackson and his 
son, well-known Baptist laymen, were 
representing Dr. Winrod.) 


The judge evidently realized that his 
friend Rogge was on a spot! 


Rogge made a lame reply, to which 
Mr. Jackson responded that he should 


testify under oath. This was not done. 


Thereupon, Mr. Jackson remarked that 
it was the habit of the court to make all 
decisions in favor of Rogge and against 
the defendants, but this one would not be 
allowed to pass. 


“‘We have prepared some subpoenaes 
duces tecum to bring witnesses in here, in 
order to reach a just conclusion as to the 
factual situation,” said Mr. Jackson. That

would have meant bringing the PM and 
New Masses reporters into court to an- 
swer questions as to what Rogge had 
actually told them. 


This forced the judge into saying: 
“Well, Mr. Jackson, the court is prepared 
to grant you the relief that you ask for, in 
your petition. The court does here and 
now reprimand Mr. Rogge for improper 
conduct in connection with these two pub- 
lications, and directs him to refrain from 
the same or similar conduct in the future.” 


* * * 


LLOWING the collapse of the Se- 

dition Case, Rogge fabricated a glori- 
fied smear against the defendants, in what 
he called a “suppressed report’’ to the At- 
torney General. When the document ap- 
peared serially in communistic publica- 
tions, it was shown to be a compilation 
of falsehoods from beginning to end. Mrs. 
Dilling sued soon after he published it in 
October 1946 issues of PM. 


Jewish organizations arranged a speak- 
ing tour for Rogge at approximately the 
same time. He appeared in Chicago the 
night of November 25th. Mr. Dilling 
and a deputy sheriff were waiting for him 
at the door of the auditorium, to serve 
necessary papers in connection with the 
suit. Mrs. Dilling and a group of friends 
were waiting on the front row of the 
audience. 


One writer says: “Rogge looked red- 
faced and crumpled. Warming to his 
subject of fighting Fascism by smearing 
anti-Communists, Republicans, and those 
who opposed the war before Pearl Har- 
bor, his voice rasped with acid hatred.” 


When he blasted Mrs. Dilling, she rose 
from her seat and said: “I have Mr. 
Rogge’s red record. He voted the So- 
cialist ticket in 1932. He goes from one 
red outht to another, telling this libelous 
stuff which exactly follows the Moscow 
line. He has spoken with Earl Browder 
at a Communist-aiding conference at New 


York in October 1939.” 


Chicago newspapers described the scene 
which followed as a “‘near riot.” Mrs. 
Dilling said in her next bulletin: ““The 
great international prosecutor, who de- 
serted his wife and several children, had 
a reception that befitted him.” 


* * * 


HE ISSUE of Life magazine for 
April 4, 1949 contains an article 
captioned “Dupes and Fellow Travelers 
Dress Up Communist Fronts.”” The pic- 
tures of 50 persons, described as ‘‘a rep- 
resentative selection ranging from hard- 
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working fellow travelers to soft-headed 
do-gooders,”” appear on the same pages. 


Rogge’s picture is included with the 
group. 


June 1947 found him defending the 
16 officials—mostly Jews, of the com- 
munistic Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee. 
Early in the case, he demanded a change 
of venue, contending that “witch hunts 
in Washington”” made it necessary. The 
court overruled his motion and the trial 
went ahead, as scheduled. All 16 were 
found guilty, Their sentences were ap- 
pealed to a higher court. During the 
present interim, various members of the 
group are being wined and dined as hon- 
ored guests in Moscow. 


Christian defendants of the Sedition 
Case, persecuted for their opposition to 
Communism, thought it strange for Rogge 
to complain about “‘witch hunts” .. . 
when he himself promoted the greatest, 
most tragic witch hunt of American his- 
tory, at Washington during the war! 


Patriotic Americans in all walks of 
life have been outraged, during recent 
weeks, over the so-called ‘‘Cultural and 
Scientific Conferences for World Peace,” 
in New York and Paris. The State De- 
partment issued a 36-page report showing 
the organization to be Communist-con- 
trolled and directed from Moscow. 


George Sokolsky published the names 
of those who signed as sponsors of the 
New York conference. One wonders if 
he, a Jew, will be accused of anti- 
Semitism! The names are for the most 
part Jewish. 


Rogge was one of the chief speakers at 
both meetings. 


On February 10, 1949, army head- 
quarters at Washington released a report 
on the Soviet spy ring which operated in 
the Orient before and during the war. 
Much of the exposure is devoted to one 
Agnes Smedley, who is described as an 
**American-Soviet spy.” In fact her name 
and alleged activities run like a thread 
throughout the entire document—which 
fills 20 pages of the Congressional Record, 
printed in small type. 


Miss Smedley said the charges were 
false and engaged Rogge to bring legal 
action against the persons who published 
them. He complained that those respon- 
sible were protected by diplomatic im- 
munity. Thereupon Major General 
Charles A. Willoughby, chief of Army 
Intelligence in Japan, issued the follow- 
ing statement accepting Rogge’s chal- 
lenge: 


“While I decline absolutely to accept 
any responsibility for public release of the 
report, I do accept fully any other re- 
sponsibility involved and very gladly 
waive any immunities I may possess to 





legal or any other action that may be 
taken or desired.” 


Rogge answered: “‘If it’s true the Gen- 
eral has waived immunity and is taking 
responsibility for the report, he can get a 
New York lawyer right now, because 
we're certainly going to sue. Miss Smed- 
ley was libeled.” 


Something must have happened to cause 
him to change his mind, because the next 
day he said General Douglas MacArthur 
was the man they wanted to involve in 
litigation. No suit was filed. 


* * * 


HE INFECTION, resulting from red 


poisoning, has spread in all directions, 
reaching even into circles where only sin- 
cere Bible-believing Christians are ex- 
pected to be found. 


This fact brings Keith Brooks, a man 
who has for years posed as a Funda- 
mentalist leader, clearly into focus. Be- 
cause evangelical Christianity must, in the 
last analysis, assume responsibility for 
saving our Country from Communism, 
men like Brooks do great harm by con- 
stantly smearing leaders who oppose the 
menace. 


At least a hundred Gospel Preachers, 
every one an opponent of Communism, 
have felt the impact of his opposition over 
a period of years. No scheme, trick or 
falsehood has been too low for him to 
use. His connections with Rogge are 


definitely established. 


In fact, Brooks boasts of having helped 
bring about the arrest of the Christians, 
who were included in the group indicted 
on the false charge of sedition, during the 
war. There can be no question but what 
he proved useful to the enemies at that 
time. He has continued his collaboration 
down to the present hour. 


One of his latest bulletins bears the 
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title, “Dr. Keith L. Brooks Interviews 
O. John Rogge.” 


In it he praises Rogge in the most glow- 
ing terms and condemns President Tru- 
man for ordering his dismissal from the 
Department of Justice. The following in- 
dividuals are smeared in the pamphlet, ac- 
cording to the usual Brooks method of 
publishing half truths and outright false- 
hoods—Mrs. Dilling, Colonel Sanctuary, 
Dr. Winrod, Representatives Hoffman 
and Rankin, Attorney Maximilian St. 
George, Former Senator Wheeler, former 
Representative Fish and others. His vic- 
tims are invariably opponents of Com- 
munism. 


As far as can be learned, Brooks has 
no direct affiliation with any Communist 
organization . . . but the parallelism be- 
tween his writings and the Moscow propa- 
ganda line has become a matter of con- 
cern to Bible-believing Christians. His 
association with Rogge is far from re- 
assuring. 


* * * 


ATRED for Christians is coming to 
fruition in the countries of Europe and 
Asia . . . and the same anti-Christ forces 
are smoldering beneath the surface in the 
United States, waiting for an opportunity 
to strike. 


If the Dilling Versus Rogge Case 
serves to isolate and bring into view the 
hidden, but organized agencies that con-

The victim can 
only succumb if he loses his common sense, 
either of his own accord, or as the result 
of falsehood and delusion artfully im- 
planted by unscrupulous politicians, press 
and pedagogues serving as base betrayers 
of the people. 


WORLD PEACE A NATURAL 
FRUIT 


World peace, like peace for any lesser 
area, is necessarily a natural fruit derived 
from basic natural conditions under God’s 
basic plan for humanity, with God-given 
inalienable individual liberty functioning 
and protected, rather than shackled or 
supplanted by systematized subjugation of 
people to build a socialist-communist slave- 
world. 


If continued spending of the American 
Republic into destruction—the long-cher- 
ished Soviet objective—could really buy 
world peace, what then? How long 
would it stay bought? And how would 
it be bought again the next time? Would 
there be any free institution left which 
could again make the fool attempt to buy 
world peace? Would there be any 
golden eggs of freedom and abundance 
anywhere in the world after the comple- 
tion of the spending of the American Re- 
public into destruction? 


The essentials for enduring world peace 
are made crystal clear in the American 
Declaration of Independence. Free and 
independent nations of free men, with 
God-given inalienable individual liberty 
must be protected always. Only gang-

sters or tyrants seek war. Free men, hav- 
ing true freedom rather than in name 
only, do not want war. In all history, no 
free and independent nation of free men 
has ever provoked a war! 


SO-CALLED ONE-EGG WORLD 


Some politicians of today think it is 
smart to compare the world to an egg 
which cannot be good in part and bad in 
part, and to use the comparison as the 
basis for supporting some kind of world 
government to displace free and inde- 
pendent nations of free men. By such 
fool claim they make themselves solid with 
the financially-powerful un-American in- 
ternationalists who have long been de- 
vising and promoting suicidal booby traps 
for the American Republic in particular, 
and for civilization generally. 


Everyone with any sense knows that 
an egg is oval—not round, and also knows 
that there are many eggs—not just one, 
and that some may be bad and others 
good, just as some persons may be good 
and others bad when exercising the free 


will with which God endowed them. 


Un-American internationalists seem to 
believe that they could improve upon 
God’s plan for humanity by either creat- 
ing only one person, or persons of only one 
type, without free will, and adapted to 
systematized subjugation in a_ socialist- 
communist slave-world. Yet un-Ameri- 
can internationalists have the effrontery 
to pretend to be friends of the under- 
privileged and champions of world peace. 
They necessarily know that serfdom under 
a group of world despots would be im- 
posed upon human beings under any kind 
of world government wielding power to 
preserve so-called peace—which would 
be the peace of the slave and the grave. 


THE BOOBY TRAP AGE 


Our progressive age has been fiendishly 
perverted into the Booby Trap Age, with 
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Marx, Bismarck and Franklin D. Roose- 
velt the chief leaders, supported by fi- 
nancially-powerful internationalists seek- 
ing to build a socialist-communist slave- 
world in the name of world peace, and 
through insidious substitution of serfdom 
and scarcity in place of natural freedom 
and abundance in a free world. 


No informed person can honestly deny 
that every experiment in Socialism is nec- 
essarily a “pocket edition’”’ of Commu- 
nism (as the Communist manifesto itself 
boasts), nor can it be seriously denied 
that Socialism is a trojan horse and kin- 
dergarten for Communism and its auto- 
matic helper in carrying on constant revo- 
lutionary warfare against individual lib- 
erty and free enterprise. The creeping or 
step-by-step bureaucracy models of So- 
cialism adopted by Bismarck and Roose- 
velt, respectively, have abundantly proved 
the real status of Socialism of any and 
every type, and that those who expect 
Communism to be halted by Socialism are 
fit for a lunatic asylum and equipped to 
harmonize with conditions in a Booby 


Trap Age. 


Nothwithstanding the pretense that 
World War I was a war to “make the 
world safe for democracy,” it had 
despotisms aligned on both sides, and the 
only beneficiary of the war was the Union 
of Soviet Socialist Republics, born out of 
the chaos and havoc produced by the war, 
and boldly launched as the international 
powerhouse of freedom-destroying Social- 
ism and Communism. 


World War II proved to be another 
booby trap, with the Soviet the only bene- 
ficiary. Unless Churchill and Roosevelt 
were conscious aiders or allies of the 
Soviet in the booby trap performance, they 
must have been plain boobs. The British 
and American peoples were told only so 
much of the vital truths as Churchill and 
Roosevelt cared to tell them, as best suited 
to the conduct of a booby trap war. 


Despotisms were again aligned on both 
sides in that war, and the Soviet was 
built up by it into the most powerful em- 
pire in the world, due largely to American 
production and sacrifices. America suffered 
a million casualties and expended 330- 
billion dollars in that war. 


The war was supposed to be a war to 
put an end to aggression. Aggression 
against Poland was assigned as the cause 
of the war. Yet there has been no resto- 
ration of Poland, but instead an aggrava- 
tion of the aggression through the Soviet 
taking over Poland as one of its satel- 
lites. 


The aggression assigned as the cause 
of the war was really Soviet-Nazi aggres- 
sion, with Poland taken over and divided 


between them, yet Churchill and Roose- 
velt pretended to be blind to the Soviet 
part in the aggression. Why, if they 
were truly representing the British and 
American peoples? Did they expect the 
war to put an end to aggression by aiding 
one of the joint aggressors to sit on the 
sidelines in the capacity of a powerful 
vulture ready to devour what might be 
left for plunder by it after the war should 
end? 


When the Soviet was finally dragged 
into the war, after the Nazi realization 
of the Soviet vulture plan, Churchill and 
Roosevelt still avoided exposing to the 
British and American peoples the real 
status of the Soviet as one of the original 
aggressors. Instead, the Soviet became 
generally acclaimed in both Britain and 
America as “‘our noble ally.”” As late as 
November 18, 1943, our Secretary of 
State Hull had the hardihood and assur- 


ance to tell our Congress: 


“T found in Marshal Stalin a remark- 
able personality, one of the great states- 
men and leaders of this age.” 


Hull had just returned from Moscow, 
where a Four-Nation Declaration (by the 
Soviet, Britain, China and the United 
em had been proclaimed in October 
1943. 


When, if ever, has the United States 
State Department ceased to be an aider 
or ally of the Soviet, since it first became 
such aider or ally in November 1933 
through American recognition of the bar- 
barous Soviet as a civilized nation? 


BOOBY TRAP FOR CHINA 
In December 1945 a special booby 
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trap for China was prepared in Moscow, 
where a Three-Nation Declaration (by 
the Soviet, Britain and the United States, 
omitting China) was made stating that 
the nations participating in the declara- 
tion— 


“have reaffirmed their adherence to the 
policy of non-interference in the internal 


affairs of China.” 


Is it coincidental only that Commu- 
nist revolution in China proceeded on a 
greatly increased scale after that declara- 
tion, and with Britain and the United 
States avoiding the giving of any sub- 
stantial assistance to the Nationalist Gov- 
ernment in China > 


Sound-thinking Americans have been 
skeptical all along about the existence of 
other than a hoax “cold war” against the 
Soviet by those now in charge of our Re- 
public. The holding-back or “freezing” 
by our State Department of whatever 
could help the Nationalist Government in 
China against Communist revolutionists 
is convincing a great many today that 
the so-called “‘cold war’ against the 
Soviet has gotten no further than a press 
propaganda war against the American 
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people, to prevent their awakening as to 
the extent which our State Department is 
an aider or ally of the Soviet. 


Why do not United States Senators 
investigate this matter thoroughly, and 
make the fuil truth known to the Ameri- 
can people? 


ALL OUT MOBILIZATION 
BOOBY TRAP 


There has been no more fruitful pro- 
moter of a Socialist-Communist slave- 
world than the all out mobilization booby 
trap, which clamps Socialism upon a 
whole people, as it did upon the British 
people early in World War II, including 
civilians and industry, in addition to the 
military. The all out demobilization for 
peace which was to follow has never be- 
gun, nor is it likely to ever begin. 





Socialist Britain is “in the bag’ for 
“*keeps,”” and so is, doubtless, Socialist 
France, notwithstanding much _ evasion 
comes from France as to the real charac- 
ter of her present government. 


On May 26, 1942, Britain made a 
treaty of alliance and mutual assistance 
with Soviet Russia for a 20-year period, 
including an express provision to— 

“render one another all possible eco- 
nomic assistance.” 


On December 10, 1944, France made 
a similar treaty of alliance and mutual 
assistance with Soviet Russia for a 20- 
year period, including an express pro- 
vision to— 

‘render each other every possible eco- 
nomic assistance after the war, with a 
view to facilitating and accelerating res- 
toration of both countries, and in order to 
contribute to the cause of world prosper- 
ity.”” 

Surely, no one in his right mind can ex- 
pect world prosperity to be contributed to 





by Socialism-Communism, each of which 
is a persistent foe of individual liberty and 
free enterprise, without which there can 
be no prosperity, local, national or global. 


America has never had a narrower es- 
cape than in 1943, when our patriotic 
Senate Military Affairs Committee 
shelved the Austin All Out Mobilization 
Bill (Senate 666), notwithstanding our 
War Department had a propaganda unit 
working for immediate passage of the Bill. 
The claim that it was needed to speed the 
winning of the war was demonstrated to 
be false. 


It was shown that, because America 
did not have all out mobilization (which 
both our allies and our foes had), we had 
outproduced all of them. It was also 
shown that the Supreme Court (in the 
celebrated Milligan case, 4 Wall. 2, 120, 
decided in 1866) had laid down the 


sound and true American doctrine: 


“The Constitution of the United States is 
a law for rulers and people, equally in war 
and in peace, and covers with the shield of 
its protection all classes of men, at all times, 
and under all circumstances. No doctrine 
involving more pernicious consequences was 
ever invented by the wit of man than that 
any of its pr can be ded dur- 
ing any of the great emergencies of govern- 
ment. 





“Such a doctrine leads directly to anarchy 
or despotism, but the theory of necessity on 
which it is based is false.” 


DANGER STILL WITH US 


Nevertheless, this outrageous danger, 
which would constitute rank Socialism, is 
still with us, largely because the long-time 
adviser of our Presidents in this Booby 
Trap Era persists in advocating “‘all out 
mobilization for war’ (Saturday Eve- 
ning Post of April 23, 1949), and Presi- 
dent Truman is so enthusiastically in favor 
of it that he has recently caused to be 
printed by the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments, United States Government Printing 
Office, a Plan for Civil Defense for Na- 
tional Security, proposed in event of 
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either war or a declared national emer- 
gency, to include civilian and industrial 
mobilization (the plan being on sale at 


$1.00 a copy). 


How can anyone who has taken an 
oath to support the Constitution favor all 
out mobilization in the American Republic 
under any circumstances? 


Our Republic needs to be safeguarded 
not only from an all out mobilization 
booby trap, which could clamp Socialism 
upon the American people in an instant, 
but also from all other booby traps, the 
latest of which is the Atlantic Pact. Our 
eyes must be opened to international 
hypocrisies and realities. 


Because the Soviet makes formal “‘pro- 
test”” against the Atlantic Pact, as it did 
also against the ‘Marshall Plan,”’ of each 
of which the Soviet is demonstrably the 
only real beneficiary, is an added reason 
why the American Republic should reject 
the Pact, instead of the U. S. Senate 
ratifying it. The two unanswerable rea- 
sons why the Pact should be rejected are: 


1. It would artfully circumvent the 
independent sovereignty of the American 
Republic during a 20-year period. 


2. It would tend to greatly, though in- 
directly, strengthen the Soviet, militarily 
as well as economically, at the expense of 
American taxpayers, while corresponding- 
ly weakening our Republic by further 
spending it toward destruction. 


Both Britain and France, our only so- 
called potential allies in the Pact, are 
really nothing of the sort. As already 
shown herein, they are actual allies of the 
Soviet, both militarily and economically, 
under 20-year alliances, made in 1942 as 
to Britain, and in 1944 as to France. 


Can any greater booby trap be con- 
ceived than for the American Republic 
to consider as its potential allies actual 
allies of the Soviet under existing 20-year 
alliances ?

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Puerto Rico, A Land Of Contrasts

OLUMBUS was sailing cautiously 

among uncharted reefs of the Antilles, 

on his second voyage to the new world, 

when he sighted a large and luxuriant 

island—which later became known as 
Puerto Rico. 


Anchor was cast in a calm bay at the 
northwest corner of the island, where a 
beautiful spring flowed from a hillside into 
the ocean. A large cross made of native 
marble, approximately 50 feet high, now 
marks the spot. 


Ponce de Leon, who was with Colum- 
bus, later returned as the first Spanish 
Governor of the Island. The ‘Indians 
were awed by the appearance of the white 
men. Believing them to be immortal be- 
ings, they endured oppression for a time 
and, out of fear, remained peaceful neigh- 
- bors. 





Finally some of their number acquired 
sufficient courage to put the theory to a 
test. An unfortunate Spaniard by the 
name of Salcedo was chosen for mur- 
der by drowning. When he failed to 
revive, the Indians lost respect for the Eu- 
ropeans. Active warfare ensued. 


This harassment did not compare, how- 
ever, with attacks encountered from the 
outside. The French, English and Dutch 
kept up a running fire against Puerto Rico 


for 250 years. 


Spanish authorities discovered natural 
advantages to exist at a certain point on 
the northern side of the Island. This 
place was chosen for the seat of govern- 
ment... and eventually became the capi- 
tal city of San Juan. A chain of walls, 
forts, sentry boxes, castles, moats and 
gates were built. 











There are thousands of homes in the interior of Puerto Rico like the one 
shown above ... occupied by people who need the Gospel. 
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Remains of six original forts are visible 
today—the largest, most imposing and 
best preserved being El Morro, represent- 
ing an amazing feat of engineering. Stand- 
ing like a huge stone giant on a precipitous 
bluff at the entrance of the harbor, this 
fort has been used to beat off many as- 
saults. On the inside are storage places 
for guns and ammunition, warehouses, 
long passage ways, dungeons, bakeries, 
barracks, living quarters for soldiers and 
officers, chapels—a veritable little city. 


Sir Francis Drake, who had helped de- 
stroy the Spanish Armada a sho;xt time 
earlier, was subjected to humiliating de- 
feat in the blue waters beneath E] Morro 
during 1572. His fleet was almost an- 
nihilated by gunfire. The Spaniards re- 
moved over four million dollars worth ot 
gold from his ships. He fled, but died 
before reaching the shores of South 
America. 


The British returned 25 years later 
with a score of ships and succeeded in es- 
tablishing a beach head a short distance 
from the fort. An attack was in progress 
from the rear, when disease broke out 
among the invaders, so that they were 
forced to abandon the Island. El Morro 
was again under fire in 1625 by the 
Dutch, but the Spaniards successfully re- 
sisted the assault. England tried once 


more in | 797 and failed. 


The United States navy ‘tore gaping 
holes into the citadel during the bombard- 
ment of 1898 but could not effect a sur- 
render. During this time, an army of 
American soldiers landed on the south side 
of the Island at Guanica and was pushing 
north when Spain gave up. This brought 
Spanish rule to an end in the new world. 
The Stars and Stripes have since flown 


above E] Morro. 


Congress passed the Organic Act on 
April 12, 1900 which granted civil gov- 
ernment to the people. There is undoubt- 
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edly truth in the charge that the United 
States has been prone to regard the Island 
as a stepchild rather than a real member 
of the family. Roosevelt appointed Rex- 
ford Tugwell, a radical leftist, to the posi- 
tion of Governor, and this brought the 
Island’s economy to the brink of disaster, 


Puerto Ricans were permitted to select 
a Governor by popular vote for the first 
time last year. Their choice was Luis 
Munoz Marin, a sincere man who has the 
welfare of his people at heart. 


Before the election, Dr. J. F. Rod- 
riguez, superintendent of Defenders’ mis- 
sionary work in the West Indies, sent the 
following report to Wichita headquarters: 


**Munoz-Marin is a most capable and 
upright leader. His motives are unself- 
ish. He is concerned with establishing in- 
dustries to help solve the unemployment 
problem. He has intelligent ideas on 
orderly emigration as a remedy for over- 
population. But he deplores the kind of 
emigration that handicaps Puerto Ricans, 
by setting them down in the congested cen- 
ters of large American cities. If he is 
elected, religious liberty will in no way 
suffer. 


“The present political campaign is 
colorful. Three parties are organized to 
defeat him next Tuesday, but it appears 
that he will win. As Defenders, we view 
these developments with objective inter- 
est. No matter what happens, we shall 
go on preaching Christ and Him crucified. 
This is our task.” 


* * * 


HE WORDS Puerto Rico mean Rich 
Port. From the air, the Island re- 
sembles a huge piece of green moss on a 
blue background. It is the keystone in 
the arch of islands that swings from the 
southern tip of Florida down to the north- 
ern coast of Venezuela. 


Nature has displayed some of her most 
beautiful gifts in Puerto Rico. Such 
scenery ! 


And such suffering among the people! 


The Island has no means for feeding 
the population. Sugar plantations, owned 
largely by foreign capital, cover most of 
the tillable land. Tobacco and coffee 
rank second and third. None of these are 
subsistence crops. The necessities of life 
must therefore be imported. Low wages 
make it impossible for men to properly 
feed and clothe their families. 


Thousands of Puerto Ricans go to bed 
hungry every night. A large percentage 
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of the children are naked and their par- 
ents barefoot. Tuberculosis, hookworm, 
malaria, elephantiasis and other dread dis- 
eases demand a terrible toll. 


Puerto Rico measures a little less than 
100 miles in length, east to west . . . and 
approximately 40 miles breadth, north to 
south. With more than 2-million in- 
habitants, it is the fifth most densely popu- 
lated area in the world, being surpassed 
only by Hong Kong, Bermuda, Belgium 
and the Netherlands. It accommodates an 
average of 550 persons to the square mile, 
compared to 44 in the continental United 
States. 


Because the Island is heavy with 
mountain ranges, only about one-fourth of 
the soil can be cultivated. Mathematical- 
ly, this means that every square mile on 
which food can grow, is expected to sup- 
ply 1800 people. 


The plight of the Puerto Ricans cannot 
be exaggerated. Visitors coming from 
the outside wonder how the majority of 
them manage to exist. One day early 
this year, while I was doing missionary 
work in the interior, a native, obviously 
punished by a merciless fate, told me: 
“We live, we suffer and we die.” 


Their homes are shacks. They have 
no household furnishings, as the average 
resident of the United States knows furni- 
ture. A few boards nailed together com- 
prise table and benches, frequently on dirt 
floors, with a thatched roof overhead. It 
is a familiar sight to see a man or woman 
along the highway, literally “‘scratching”’ 





to assemble a bundle of sticks, from which 
to have a fire for the evening. 


An almost equally familiar sight, is to 
see a small group, walking slowly, carry- 
ing a box in which lies the form of a de- 
parted neighbor or loved one. 


* * * 


E ARE witnessing miraculous results 

from our missionary exertions among 
these people. They make fine Christians 
when given an opportunity to hear the 
Gospel. Puerto Ricans are humble, gra- 
cious, courteous, patient people. To know 
them is to love them! 


Perhaps no other mission field offers 
a greater potential in terms of souls wait- 
ing to be won, from time, effort, prayer 
and money invested. Permanent wor- 
ship centers, called ‘“‘Defender Chapels,” 
are being organized under trained native 
leadership far back in the interior where 
tourists never think of going. 


There are precious men, women, boys 
and girls yonder in unevangelized areas 
for whom Christ died, willing to receive 
the message of salvation if someone will 
bring it to them. ‘“‘How then shall they 
call on him in whom they have not be- 
lieved? and how shall they believe in him 
of whom they have not heard? and how 
shall they hear without a preacher?” 
Romans 10:14. 


We have witnessed the regeneration of 
whole communities by a single Chapel. 
The people take hope, their standards of

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living change and economic conditions im- 
prove when they come under the influence 
of the Gospel. There are now over 100 
such Defender Chapels. Services are 
held in most of them every night the year 
round. 


Natives walk great distances, over 
mountain trails, to attend meetings. They 
love to sing. Although practically no 
musical instruments are available, they 
express the Christian joy that fills their 
souls by singing. They remain reverent 
while the Scriptures are being read and 
the Gospel preached. 


La Dolta is the name of a typical 
Chapel located on the northeast end of 
the Island. I know the community very 
well. It is a needy mission field situated 
near the rim of one of the highest moun- 
tain ranges in the West Indies. The place 
cannot be reached by automobile. Moun- 
tain trails must be traveled and a river 


forded. 


The people live in poverty. But out of 
their meager possessions they recently 
erected a humble building (a picture of 
which appears on this page) for worship 
purposes. 


A church congregation has been or- 
ganized at La Dolta. Meetings are held 
every night. Jose Montayo, a native 
Pastor, is in charge. The work at this 
place is maintained by a “Chapel Friend” 
in Charlotte, North Carolina who sup- 
plies $20.00 a month to make Brother 


Montayo’s ministry possible. 


As previously stated, La Dolta is typi- 
cal of more than 100 similar Gospel cen- 
ters, established by the Defenders organi- 
zation, in various parts of the Island. 


* * * 


HERE IS a sense in which the De- 
fenders Theological Seminary at Rio 
Piedras, Puerto Rico is the hub of our 
missionary program in the West Indies. 
Here native Christians are trained for 
leadership in the service of Christ. The 
course of study compares favorably with

The building shown on the preceding 
page, houses both the Seminary and the 
Defenders Church of Rio Piedras. It is 
a commodious structure with a large audi- 
torium and many class rooms. The 
premises are used for school purposes dur- 
ing week days and Church worship on 
Sundays. Evangelistic meetings are held 
every night—seven nights a week! 


A mortgage of $7,500 had to be 
placed against the property while the 
building was under construction. A\s this 
Defender goes to press, there is $4,438.30 
in the Building Fund to apply toward this 
obligation leaving a balance of 


$3,061.79. 


Contributions large and small, to help 
lift this burden of debt, will be thankfully 
received. The prayers of friends who 
possess a missionary vision are solicited.

E HAVE before us a carefully-writ- 

ten, thoroughly documented treatise 
of 17-thousand words, which ministers 
and laymen of all denominations need to 
read. The Federal Council of Churches 
is traced from its earliest beginnings down 
to the present hour. Its inside workings 
are exposed to plain view. Its bureau- 
cratic machinations are discussed. Its 
crimes against the Church of the Lord 
Jesus Christ in America are listed.

HE PURPOSE of this book is to 

demonstrate that the Bible offers a 
fascinating source of study, by present- 
ing interesting quizzes, with references so 
arranged as to improve Scriptural knowl- 
edge. A sufficient number of difficult 
questions have been introduced to make 
the user of the book dig. Ten questions 
are asked under each of the 200 quizzes, 
making a total of 2,000 questions . . . 
with answers, according to numbers, in 


the back of the book. 


Quizzes for beginners are marked “E”’ 
for easy. The occasional difficult ones 
are marked “D.”” One hundred per cent 
is considered a passing grade on “E” 
puzzles; 70 per cent on those unmarked; 
and 50 per cent on those rated ““‘D.”” The 
Junior series is greatly enjoyed by chil- 
dren. Individuals will find this a prac- 
tical means for improving Bible knowl- 
edge . . . while groups will enjoy the plan 
as a basis of wholesome fun.

ABOVE THE TUMULT IN 
CHINA 


By Clara J. Jones . . . Published 
by Augsburgs.

HINA is bleeding. Her people are 
being mistreated. The Country has 
been thrown to the wolves of Communism. 
Press and radio reports bring dishearten- 
ing news to believers who have toiled, 
prayed and contributed of their substance 
to carry the Gospel of Christ to that part 
of the world. ‘These facts serve to give 
this well-written, illustrated, readable 
volume an important place in current 
Christian literature. 


Fortunately the Author kept a diary 
during the seven years spent in China as 
a Lutheran missionary. She had no 
thought, however, of writing for publi- 
cation when the notations were being 
compiled. But she tells of turning “‘to 
these records in order to make this book 
factual.” 


Although written from a missionary 
motive, the book causes the reader to be- 
come conscious of a broadening perspec- 
tive that takes in all phases of Chinese life 
—as he turns from page to page. The 
one chapter entitled, “Grappling with a 
Ghastly Giant,”’ is worth the price of 
the book. Generalissimo Chiang is de- 
scribed as a figure quite different, from the 
picture drawn of him by left-wing writers 
and speakers, in the United States.

JESUS FORETELLS HIS 
RETURN 


Mark 13:1-2, 28-37. 




















EMORY TEXT: “Heaven and 
earth shall pass away: but my words 
shall not pass away.”” Mark 13:31. 


(1) The Key Word of the Lesson 
is ‘‘Watch.’’ 


The Key Word Watch suggests what 
should be the Christian’s constant atti- 
tude, not only in looking for Christ’s re- 
turn, but in our daily walk as well. Satan, 
the temporary god of this world, throws 
temptations in the path of God’s Children. 
These must be avoided. We are expected 
to be “walkers” as well as “‘watchers.”” 


In the original Greek, the term watch 
means to be sleepless or vigilant. It is 
suggestive of the watchman on the wall 
whose position of extreme responsibility 
demands that he be constantly alert. An- 
ticipation of Christ’s return does not pro- 
duce inertia. On the contrary—this at- 
titude of expectancy inspires one to vigor 
in winning souls ‘‘while it is day: the night 
cometh, when no man can work.” 


Someone has said we ought to live as 
though we expected the Lord today, and 
labor as though He were not returning for 
a thousand years. 


Church liberals are largely given over 
to what they call a “‘social gospel.’’ They 
seek reformation, whereas the true Gospel 
produces regeneration. At best, they can 
only hope to patch worn out garments and 
pour wine into old bottles. 


The leveling union movements, directed 
by denominational apostates, are being 
hindered because genuine Christians re- 
fuse to have any part with them. There 
is the alternative, of course, of killing off 
the Christians, which has been tried in 
some countries without success. Christ’s 
kingdom will be established by His re- 
turn—not by a harlot (Revelation 17:4- 
5) so-called ““World Church.” 


Until Modernists come to Christ, true 
believers will have nothing to do with their 
schemes, knowing that they are building 
with rotten material on sandy ground. Let 
them come to the Rock if they would

(2) The Key Verse is Mark 13:32. 


“But of that day and that hour know- 
eth no man, no, not the angels which are 
in heaven, neither the Son, but the 


Father.” 


This very remarkable statement regard- 
ing “the Son’’ is peculiar to Mark. Some 
point out that it was spoken in present 
tense . . . that neither man, angels nor the 
Son knew then. Others think it means 
that He knew, but knowledge of the time 
of His return was not among the things 
received by Him to be communicated. 
Luther, Melancthon, Bengel, Lange, 
Webster, Wilkinson and others subscribed 


to the latter view. 


(3) The Key Fact is that Jesus 
Will Return. 


The evolutionary theory endeavors to 
explain everything by natural law, to the 
exclusion of the supernatural. Applied to 
theology, it eliminates the miraculous ele- 
ment from the Christian’s faith. Peter an- 
nounced the release of atomic power in 
II Peter 3 and said at that time, there 
would be ‘‘scoffers”” saying ‘‘all things con- 
tinue as they were from the beginning of 
creation’’—an exact statement of the ma- 
terialistic philosophy which is today blind- 
ing many people to the miracle of Christ’s 
soon return. 


It is foolish to suppose that things will 
always continue as they are now. This is 
man’s day . . . but God’s day is coming. 
Great changes are scheduled to accom- 
pany the return of Christ, even to the reno- 
— of the heavens and earth by atomic

CHRIST’S ‘‘NEW 
TESTAMENT’’ 


Mark 14:12-25 




















EMORY TEXT: “For as often as 

ye eat this bread, and drink this cup, 
ye do shew forth the Lord’s death till he 
come.” I Corinthians 11:26. 


(1) The Key Word of the Lesson 
is ‘‘Testament”’ 


The ordinances and ceremonies of the 


i. 








Old Testament were devoid of meaning 
unless they pointed to the coming of the 
Saviour and found fulfillment in Him. 
They lost their value when He came. This 
accounts for the hollow emptiness of mod- 
ern Judaism. Observance of the Pass- 
over festival in Old Testament times was 
important, only to the degree that it made 
people conscious of the need of God's 
Lamb . . . who was to be slain for “the 
sins of the world.” 


The gracious engagements into which 
God was pleased to enter with human be- 
ings, were listed as covenants in ancient 
times. The word testament has a similar 
meaning. Jesus established a more per- 
fect relationship, a different compact, be- 
tween God and man. His statement at 
the Passover table marked the institution 
of an entirely new system, with its own 
commandments and ordinances commem- 
orating the earthly life, death, resurrec- 
tion and return of the Son of God. 


The establishment of the Christian 
Communion as a memorial of the suffer- 
ings of Christ, dissolved the old Passover 
service in the mind of God and took all 
spiritual significance from it. The Pass- 
over looked backward to something that 
happened in Egypt and forward to a com- 
ing Saviour. The Christian Communion 
looks backward to a suffering Saviour 
and forward to His glorious appearing 
... “for as often as ye eat this bread, 
and drink this cup, ye do shew the Lord’s 
death till he come.” 


When the books written by Christ’s 
disciples, or apostolic men, came to be 
placed alongside the earlier sacred writ- 
ings, as composing the entire Scriptural 
canon, it became necessary to distinguish 
the two divisions by appropriate designa- 
tions—namely, Old and New Testaments. 


(2) The Key Verse is Mark 14:23. 


“And he took the cup, and when he 
had given thanks, he gave it to them: and 
they all drank of it.” 


This passage is both historical and 
predictive. None of the eleven men who 
drank from the cup understood its full 
meaning at the time. The act of partak- 
ing indicated willingness to enter into His 
sufferings. They were to become “‘par- 
takers of Christ’s sufferings.”” I Peter 
4:13. The record says, “‘they all drank 
of it.” Their loyalty to the Saviour 
caused most of them to leave this life

adorned with the crowns of martyrs. 


(3) The Key Fact is that We Are 
to Keen the ‘‘Lord’s Supper’’ Till 
He Comes. 


Errors and heresies have attached them- 
selves to the beautiful ceremony of the 
Lord’s Supper. Paul pronounces a woe 
upon those “who drink unworthily,”’ in 
I Corinthians 11:29. Only the most 
faithful are eligible to share in this holy 
sacrament. 


The Church has given four different in- 
terpretations of its meaning: (1) One 
group ignores it as being of no particular 
importance. (2) at the opposite extreme, 
another group says that the bread and 
wine actually change into the body and 
blood of Christ. (3) A third group 
teaches that there is a miraculous and 
divine presence with the elements. (4) 
The more prevalent view is that’ the ele- 
ments are symbolic and commemorate the 
truth of redemption and the hope of 
Christ’s coming.

CHRIST IN GETHSEMANE 
Mark 14:32-42 




















EMORY TEXT: ‘Watch and 

pray, that ye enter not into tempta- 
tion: the spirit indeed is willing, but the 
flesh is weak.’’ Matthew 26:41. 


(1) The Key Word of the Lesson 
is ‘‘Sorrowful.’’ 


We draw near the scene described in 
today’s lesson with reverence and awe. 
The mysteries of Gethsemane are too 
sacred for careless handling. We wit- 
ness infinite love in mortal conflict with the 
hordes of hell. Dr. Krummacher says 
that although Christ had long foreseen His 
passion, yet when it came into view “‘some- 
thing approached Him which threatened 
to rend His nerves, and the sight of it to 
freeze the blood in His veins.” 


“My soul is exceeding, sorrowful,” 
said the Son of God. He was feeling the 
full weight of the sins of the whole world. 
He was to be made sin-bearer (II 
Corinthians 5:21) and forsaken of God 
during the ordeal (Mark 15:34). Wey- 
mouth translates Mark 14:34 to read, 
““My heart is crushed with angish to the 
point of death: wait here and keep 
awake.” 


Luke, who was a physician prior to his 
discipleship, left the record regarding the 
bloody sweat that bathed the Master’s 
body while in prayer. “And being in an 





agony he prayed more earnestly: and his 
sweat was as it were great drops of blood 
falling down to the ground.” Only one 
thing known to medical science will cause 
a victim to sweat blood, and that is a 
ruptured, or broken heart. The sorrow 
of the Christ was so great that the physical 
organ collapsed. 


The word Gethsemane means “oil 
press.” The scene of His agony was an 
olive yard at the foot of the Mount of 
Olives. He often retired there with the 
disciples for prayer and meditation. There 
are two traditional places called Geth- 
semane. One consists of a triangular spot, 
some 70 paces in circumference, enclosed 
by a fence, containing some very large 
and old olive trees. The other, less im- 
pressive, is located farther up Mount 


Olivet. 


(2) The Key Verse is Mark 14:36. 


“Father, all things are possible untc 
thee; take away this cup from me: never- 
theless not what I will, but what thou 
wilt.” 


A little reflection will convince one 
that the cup to which our Lord referred, 
was something more than the physical 
torture He saw approaching. He knew 
that the approaching ordeal of the Cross 
would find Him alone, separated even 


from His Father. This caused Him to

shrink. A cry was heard a few hours 
later from Calvary’s brow: “My God, 
my God, why hast thou forsaken me?” 


He became our Sin-bearer—our sub- 
stitute. Sin cannot enter God’s presence. 
So the Saviour had to consummate re- 
demption’s plan alone. And that was the 
cup! ‘‘He hath made him to be sin for 
us, who knew no sin.” II Corinthians 


BeZ i. 


(3) The Key Fact is that Prayer 
Brings Strength. 


It should be noted that persistent prayer 
brought strength to Jesus in the agony of 
Gethsemane. Regular prayer is the only 
sure weapon against sin and Satan. Jesus 
prayed three times in great earnestness and 
agony, and found strength and encourage- 
ment. 


The victory of Calvary was made pos- 
sible through the triumph witnessed in 
Gethsemane. If, as a Christian, your 
cross sometimes seems too heavy to bear, 
perhaps you need to tarry longer in the 
garden of prayer. ““Tarry ye here,”’ said 
the Master to His disciples.

CHRIST ACCUSED OF 
SEDITION 


Matthew 27:19-26; John 19:1-16. 


























EMORY TEXT: “He is despised 
and rejected of men; a man of sor 
rows, and acquainted with grief.” Isaiah 


53:3. 


(1) The Key Word of the Lesson 
is ‘‘Crucify.’’ 

Public sentiment is changeable. One 
day it shouts “‘hosanna,”’ and the next 
“crucify him.” The triumphal entry of 
Jesus into Jerusalem was one of the most 
beautiful sights ever witnessed on_ this 
earth. It showed how Christ should be 
received. The scene in Pilate’s court 
room shows how He is received! 


From the moment that Judas turned 
away with the blood of the Son of God 
on his lips, until the awful climax at 
Golgotha—the arrest, trial, conviction 
and execution of the Victim was illegal. 
Both Roman and Jewish law were vio- 
lated to bring the assassination of One, 
whose only crime was that, “He went 
about doing good.” 


Jewish leaders of the mob placed Christ 
under arrest about midnight. They took 
Him secretly before Annas, a scheming 
old rascal who had been removed from 
the office of high priest by the Romans 
because of his political intrigue. He had 
grown wealthy by turning the Temple 
area into a pawn shop for the sale of birds 
and animals to be sacrificed . . . and for 
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changing money brought by pilgrims who 
came to worship. He had never forgiven 
Jesus for turning over the tables of the 
money changers, calling the place a “‘den 
of thieves,” and renovating the premises. 
At midnight, he saw a chance to get sweet 
revenge ! 


The Jews had no legal right to bring 
Christ before Annas. Caiaphas, not 
Annas, was the high priest. | erjured tes- 
timony was introduced. But not until 
Christ admitted His deity did they have 
the remotest grounds for action against 
Him. He was charged with blasphemy. 
This, however, was not a crime under 
Roman law. So they changed the charge 
to sedition in order to establish jurisdiction 
in Pilate’s court. During the interim, 
the Lord of glory was subjected to every 
conceivable indignity. 


(2) The Key Verse of the Lesson 
is John 19:6. 


“T find no fault in him.” There is no 
reason to suppose that Pilate was less than 
sincere when he uttered these words. He 
was a trained jurist. He knew the record 


of the Jews. He questioned the Man who 
stood before him. He recalled the dream 
of his wife. His verdict was, innocent! 


But the charge of sedition, made by the 
leaders of the mob, chilled his soul. “If 
thou let this man go,” they cried, “thou 
art not Caesar’s friend.” 


(3) The Key Fact is that God 
Causes the Wrath of Men to Praise 
Him. 

The fact that Christ's death was fore- 
ordained in eternity and anticipated in 
Old Testament prophecy, did not ex- 
cuse the murderers of guilt before God. 
Our Lord made this clear in His reference 
to Judas. 

The Almighty Creator of the universe 
will not be foiled by the opposition and 
hatred of puny men. His ability to bring 
victory out of seeming defeat is stated in 
Psalm 75:10, ‘All the horns of the 
wicked also will I cut off; but the horns 
of the righteous shall be exalted.” 
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atthew 27:57-61; Luke 23 :26-47; 
John 19:23-27 




















EMORY TEXT: “And he made 
his grave with the wicked, and with 
the rich in his death.”” Isaiah 53:9. 


(1) The Key Words of the Lesson 
are, ‘‘Eloi, lama sabachthani.’’ 
Our Lord went to the Cross at 9 


o'clock in the morning. Darkness covered 
the earth at noon. He was pronounced 





dead six hours later, at 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon. Death by crucifixion would 
have required much longer. Obviously, 
He died of some other cause. 


“The Passover was approaching and 
the Jews did not wish it profaned. So 
they had soldiers climb Calvary’s hill to 
hasten death by breaking the bones of the 
victim’s bodies. The two thieves had to 
be killed, but Christ was already dead. 
This incident fulfilled Psalms 34:20, 
“He keepeth all his bones: not one of 
them is broken.”” The bloody sweat that 
bathed His body . . . and the fact of 
water and blood collecting in a pocket on 
the left side, prove that He died of a rup- 
tured heart—in fulfillment of Zechariah 
12:10 and Psalm 69:20. 


The sin of every human being who ac- 
cepts Christ as Saviour, was potentially in 
His body. He was smitten with sin. He 
was judged in our stead. The eye of 
God is too holy to behold sin. This pro- 
voked the cry, “My God, my God, why 
hast thou forsaken me?’’ Sinners are 
therefore saved by grace through accept- 
ing what Christ did for them. Salvation 
is by substitution. 


Dr. Winrod shows in his treatise, 
“‘Facts About the Bible” (price 25 cents, 
Defender Publishers), that Jesus spoke 
Aramaic, the common language of the 
times. Two phrases appear in the New 
Testament, lifted from that tongue and 
carried over into English—namely, Mark 
5:41 and Mary 15:34. Hebrew was 
used in the synagogues. Our Lord and 
His apostles spoke Aramaic. It therefore 
became the sacred language of the early 


Church. 


(2) The Key Verse is Matthew 
27 :59. 


“And when Joseph had taken the 
body. he wrapped it in a clean linen cloth, 
and laid it in his own new tomb.” 


Joseph was a man of wealth. Sir 
William Petrie, the well-known archaeolo- 
gist, came upon proof that he was a mem- 
ber of the Sanhedrin . . . and voted “‘not 
guilty’’ when Christ was tried before this 
Jewish tribunal. Arimathea was the title 
of his estate located nine miles north of 
Jerusalem, on the caravan trail toward 
Jericho. 


The use of Joseph’s tomb as a burial 
place for Christ, fulfilled Isaiah 53:9. 
His resurrection fulfilled Psalm 16:10. 


(3) The Key Fact is that Christ 
Rose from the Dead. 


On a certain occasion Jesus said that 
He would lay His body aside . . . that it 
would be torn down in its cell structure. 
Thereafter it would be rebuilt of better, 
more durable, indestructible building ma- 
terial. He used the temple in Jerusalem 
as an illustration. As there were many 
stones in the temple, so also there were 
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many cells in His human body. And so, 
referring to His resurrection to take place 
on the third day, He said these words: 
“Destroy this temple, and in three days, I 
will raise it up.”
